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[Yucca Mountain is sacred to the Shoshone to gather herbs and as a place for their rituals,
which is part of their heritage. Known in Shoshone language as Snake Mountain because it
looks like a snake. The 13 different fault lines running through it could contribute to the
Shoshone belief that the snake will move and turn around.]

This area needs to be left alone.
